POLITICS? 


The American wheat gro\ver is in a 


way. there is no denying the fact. 


f-His condition is not hopeless, however, for 
1 the people of this nation have not'as yet 


could make every grower of food and ev- 
ery producer o£ raw materials prosperous, 
by the simple expedient of marketing 
their commodities for them and fixing the 
price for the sale of these commodities. It«. 
would not be right to select tho wheat 
grower for this governmental guardian- 
ship and exclude the corn grower, the cot- 
ton grower, the sheep grower, the potato 
grower. Each would be entitled to par- 
ticipate in this ever-flowing and never- 
failing fountain of wealth. 


Every farmer could raise wheat or any 


other crop he desired without the slight- 
est concern about marketing or the de- 
mand for his product. All he would have 
to'do would bo to grow something and 
the government would do the rest. 
It 


would insure him a profit regardless of 
whether he farmed intelligently or unin- 
teiJigently. wastefully or efficiently. 
It 


is obvious to any thinking person that 
remedies of this nature are unsound and 
that they would be wholly «ineffec- 
tive. .Some day the farmer will discover 
that these politicians with eure-alls are 
powerless to help him. The sooner he 
discovers it the better for himself. The 
sooner he makes the decision thst farm- 
ing is a business demanding the applica- 
tion of wise business principles, just as 
is any oiher great industry, and that it is 
net a sideline of politics the sooner he will 
make agriculture independent and con- 
sisf ently prosperous. 


j faced an acute economic or political prob 
ilem that they have not successfully 
(solved. They will solve the farm prob- 
llem along with the~labor problem. They 
iare essentially different 'problems, and 
;yet it is possible to approach them both 
'from a common standpoint and with cer- 
'tain~ common premises if we leave them 
out of politics, or rather leave politics out 
of them. 


The American farmer as a whole is not 


in a bad way. He is not in a bad way 
even at J.his time. The wheat grower, it 
is true, is suffering, but in most other 
lines of agriculture the future is promis- 
ing- 
According to Better Farming, one 


of 'the leading agricultural publications 
of the country r sixteen of the major com- 
modities, making up eight-tenths of the 
•farmer's income, are bringing higher pric- 
es than a year ago while at the same time 
the yield is larger. According to this 


'* farm magazine the corn crop will be near- 
•'ly four times as large as last year with 
1 an increase in price of about 20 cents a 
'bushel, and this will mean, at figures, ap- 
proximately §600.000,000 more to 7.- 
1 OOOjOOO farmers in the corn producing 
i states. It estimates that the revenue from

from hay and wool. Dairying is in a

The party adopted as other 
planks of its platform the complete

"Do you know this man'"" I asked 


Sol. Rhoades, in Medina, Sunday June 
0, pofntln^ to Lawience Lenten, Dale. 


"I should say I do." was the con 


vlnclng r_eply of Mr. Rhoades. 
"I 


bunked with him three years during 
tho Civil war." 


Mr. Rhoades and Mr. Lenten are 


tho only two surviving veterans of 
the 'Civil war who enlisted in Dale 
and they are also the two oldest, lin- 
ing pioneers of DV.e township. 


Mr. Rhoades is hale and hearty and 


spry notwithstanding the fact that he 
has been seasoned by the heat of 91 
summers. So Is Mr. Lenten, in spite 
of his 87 years. 


These men wens pals when the 


greater part of their lives was before 
them. Having tried each other out 
in success and adversity, they are 
still pals with somo pai^t of their 
lives behind them. They enlisted to 
gether. fought shoulder to shoulder 
In defense of their country,^ were dis- 
charged -at the same time and place 
and returned to tholr home town to- 
gethqr to resume home development, 
abruptly Interrupted by the civil war. 
Mr. Lenten was a farmer but Mr. 
Rhoades was a carpenter and railroad 
bridge builder as well as a farmer. 


Born in Onondago-co. N. Y.. In 1832. 


near tho Erie canal. Sol. Rhoades 
moved with his grandparents in 1836 
to Medlna-co., Ohio then a wilder- 
ness. In 1S54. the party asaln pulled 
up stakes and started for Outagamle- 
co. where Hiram Rhoades had pre- 
ceded in 1851. The?e people took boat 
at Cleveland for Tolkdo and train 
from Toledo to Chicago, then the ter- 
minus of the roa«i. They left Chi- 
cago^ with two horse-drawn wagons 
loaded with household goodSs and a 
carriage in which the- boy's grand- 
mother rode. 
From Chicago they 


drove direct to Spring Prairie. Wai- 
worth-co., where they had relatives 
and remained a week. The last lap 
of their journey took them across the 
Fox rii'er at Oshkosh on a floating 
brldgo and to tho farm of Hiram 
Rhoades In the town of Dale. 


Until he reached the age of 23 


years. Mr. Rhoadc« lived on a farm 
with relatives in what Is now the vil- 
lage of Medina, tho farm now occu- 
pied by Samuel Ray. At that age his 
relatives gave him 60 acres of the 
'arm. 


Although Mr. Rhoades has 
not 


armed it much himself, he has owned 
several farms

Medina-

sought one of' his farms, now owned 
by Fred Raprager, for $600 In gold. 


When Sir. Rhoack-s reached Medina, 


the- only building to be found was a 
tavern run by Capt. Young on the 
'arm now owned by Mr. Yankee. Hi- 
ram Rhoades and Corneal Kumtz had 
built and were operating a sawmill 
on the- farm now owned by Mr. Hop- 
cins. John Stern, uncle of David BaJ- 
let, lived on the Jake Dietz farm. 
John E. Austin lived on section 24. 
Henry Bottensek lived on the Edward 
3reyer farm, section 23, and Peter 
3urgunen lived on the Henry Krock 
'arm. These were The nearby settlers 
and they were all located in a wilder- 
ness of tall, "heavy timber. 


Mr. Rhoades cleared ten acres of 
he land the first winter after it was 
given to him but he worked the lano 
only three years.'

Close personal friends of tho late 


president have started a. movement to 
that end. and which may include the 
erection of a miltnble mausoleum with 
funds to bo derived from the. wile of 
gold dollars—the same plan followed 
In obtaining funds for tho memorial to 
President William McKlnley at Nlles, 
Ohio. 


As soon as possible, tho plan will 


be submitted to Mrs. Harding for her 
approval or rejection. 


The Indian mound lies Just east of 


the cemetery where tho president's body 
will be entombed Friday, and ie a 
beautiful prassy,hlH some 75 feet high- 
er than the surrounding country. It 
is studded with many forest trees and 
is one of the most beautiful spots near 
Marion. 


Cemetery authorities let it become 


known Thursday that for more than a 
year E. K. Uhler. a 
very 
intimate 


friend of Mr. \Harding, had reserved 
an acre of ground in one of the most 
beautiful spots in the Marion ceme- 
tery as a possible burial place for Mr. 
Harding. In reserving the space Mr. 
Uhler told cemetery 
officials 
that 


orr>« dny we may have to bury a 


president or former president of the 
United States here." The site of this 
acre plot is near where President 
Harding's mother Is buried. 


Three clays before Mr. Harding was 


inaugurated, he wa& made a member 
of the Marion Commandery Knichts 
Templars at a special conclave. After 
being knighted. Mr. Harding made 
these significant remarks:
